On April 17, 2020, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force/Shooting Response Team 
comprised of Lieutenant Deryl Walker, Sergeant Michael Maxwell, and Sergeant [il 
m responded to Carson Station regarding a Category 3 use of force; wherein 
the suspect sustained a fractured orbital. 


SYNOPSIS 


The following narrative includes summarized statements as provided by all involved 
employees. Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing 
the audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions submitted within this case. 


On April 17, 2020, at approximately 0848 hours, Deputies Jose Ramirez MN 
Бач Luis Ramirez, and Tomasa Pereira responded to a "Vandalism Now" call for 
service at 328 Carson Street, Carson. The call stated a male Hispanic wearing a red 
shirt and black shorts was spray painting on a wall. 


IAB Note: Deputy Pereira was the handling unit on the call for service. 
Prior to her arrival, she coordinated the call and requested all 
responding units to check the area for the suspect described 
in the call. 


Upon arriving at the location, Deputy] contacted the informant of the call, who, in 
turn, described the suspect (later identified as Suspect Norris) who vandalized the wall. 
Deputy updated the last seen direction of the suspect via his handheld radio. 
Deputy Jose Ramirez arrived in the area and located a male Hispanic who matched the 
suspect's description in the call. Deputy Ramirez attempted to contact the suspect; 
however, the suspect was non-compliant and ran away from Deputy Ramirez. Deputy 
Ramirez entered his patro! car and drove through the area where he last saw the 
suspect. 
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Deputy Ramirez used his handheld radio, and broadcast the suspects’ last seen 
direction of the suspect and directed responding units to check the area. Deputy M 
located the suspect on 218" Place, just east of Main Street, Carson. Deputy Ramirez 
drove to the location where both deputies attempted to contact and detain the suspect. 


The suspect was uncooperative with numerous verbal commands given by Deputy 
Ramirez to stop and continued to walk away. Deputies Ramirez and walked 
toward the suspect and continued to give him verbal commands to stop and talk to 
them. The suspect turned around, faced the deputies, and began walking backward 
away from them and clenched his fists. As the suspect walked backward with his fist 
clenched, he collided with a nearby street sign, which stopped him. The suspect 
suddenly lunged at Deputy Ramirez and struck him in the left shoulder and ear. Deputy 
Ramirez immediately struck the suspect in the face several times in an attempt to stop 
the assault. Deputies Ramirez and —— ТО personal weapons and control 
techniques to take the suspect to the ground. Оерийе and Ramirez were struck 
several times in their upper bodies by the suspect in the process. Using their body 
weight, Deputies 2 с Ramirez were able to gain control of the suspect and 
handcuffed him. 


All reports documenting this incident were submitted [EXHIBIT A]. 


IAB Note: During the use of force incident, Deputy Luis Ramirez arrived 
on the scene and saw his partners on the ground with the 
suspect who continued to fight. Deputy Ramirez requested 
additional personnel to their location using his handheld radio 
[EXHIBIT B]. Deputy Ramirez did not engage the suspect. He 
later reported the force he witnessed to Sergeant Velasquez. 


Carson Station Watch Commander, Lieutenant Daniel Gillespie, ЖШ [ES to

The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio- 
recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


INVOLVED DEPUTY JOSE RAMIREZ 


On June 18, 2020, Deputy Ramirez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
investigators. 


On April 17, 2020, Deputy Ramirez was assigned to Carson Station on Day shift as Unit 
160B3, a one-person unit. Deputy Ramirez was assigned to the Special Assignment 
Officer (SAO) team. Deputy Ramirez heard a priority call over the radio which indicated 
a suspect was spray painting buildings on Carson Street and was last seen walking 
westbound. The call was coordinated, and he was tasked with checking the area for the 
suspect. 


As he drove to the area, he saw a male wearing a red sweatshirt, black shirt, and black 
shorts matching the suspect's description in the call for service. Deputy Ramirez made 
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eye contact with the suspect and pulled into an alleyway. He exited his car and asked 
the suspect if he could speak with him. The suspect replied, "Fuck you, this is my city. | 
can tag on anything | want." The suspect ran from Deputy Ramirez, southbound 
through the alley and out of his view. Deputy Ramirez broadcast radio traffic and set up 
a small containment. Based on his working knowledge of the area, Deputy Ramirez 
knew where the suspect would end up. Deputy Ramirez heard his partner, Deputy 

ШЕШ broadcast radio traffic, indicating the suspect was now walking west on 218^ 
Street from Main street (Transcribed interview pages 5-6). 


Deputy Ramirez drove east on 218th Street and saw the suspect yelling at Deputy 

He positioned his vehicle approximately three houses past the suspect and 
exited his vehicle. Deputy Ramirez attempted to deescalate the situation by engaging 
the suspect in conversation. The suspect told Deputy Ramirez, "Fuck you." Deputy 
Ramirez again asked the suspect to come and speak with him. The suspect refused, 
placed his hands in his pockets, and walked backward away from Deputy Ramirez. 
Deputy Ramirez ordered the suspect to remove his hands from his pockets, and his 
partner, Deputy Ml took his Taser out. 


The suspect removed his hands, raised them, and took a fighting stance as he 
continued to walk backward. Deputy Ramirez said they followed the suspect, keeping 
their distance while trying to deescalate the situation with verbal commands. The 
suspect unknowingly backed into a street sign, then lunged forward at Deputy Ramirez, 
hitting him on the left shoulder and left ear. Deputy Ramirez immediately struck the 
suspect with a closed fist on the right eye. Deputy Ramirez said the suspect "came 
right back at me." Deputy Ramirez estimated he hit the suspect five times in the face 
(Transcribed interview pages 6-9). 


Deputy Ramirez said the punches did not have the desired effect of stopping the fight 
as the suspect continued swinging at him with both hands. The suspect grabbed 
Deputy Ramirez by his waist and legs. Deputy Ramirez believed the suspect was 
"gonna lift me and throw me to the floor." Deputy Ramirez struck the suspect in the 
upper torso, "an additional couple times." He saw Deputy оа. his arms around 
the suspect's left arm, attempting to control the suspect. The suspect was able to free 
himself and took a "football stance," placing his head and shoulder into Deputy 
Ramirez's legs attempting to take him to the ground. Deputy Ramirez struck the 
suspect "a couple more times" while giving him verbal commands to stop fighting 
(Transcribed interview pages 10-11). 


DEN — S eventually able to take the suspect to the ground. Deputy Ramirez 
said he was trying to maintain his grasp on the suspect, when "we all went to the 
ground." He believed the suspect landed on his stomach and did not strike his head on 
the ground. The suspect placed his hands under his chest and pushed himself off the 
ground while Deputy Ramirez continued to give him verbal commands to stop fighting. 
Deputy Ramirez had his knee on the suspect's upper torso trying to maintain control of 
the suspect when he was "bucked off" of him. The suspect managed to roll onto his left 
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side and strike Deputy Ramirez in the chest. Deputy Ramirez said he hit the suspect 
one time on the right side of his chest, with his fist, which was ineffective. Deputy 
Ramirez and Deputy placed their weight on top of the suspect, at which point the 
suspect said, "I give up, | give up." Серие гга Ramirez were able to handcuff 
the suspect without further incident (Transcribed interview pages 12-13). 


Deputy Ramirez believed the suspect might have been under the influence of drugs or 
alcohol, based in part on the suspect's erratic behavior. Deputy Ramirez said he 
reported the force he used to Sergeant Velasquez.

On June 18, 2020, Deputy MA was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
investigators. 


On April 17, 2020, Deputy vas assigned to Carson Station on Day shift as Unit 
168A, a one-person unit. Deputy гіа he received a priority call for service of a 
vandalism now. He was assigned to the call as an assisting unit and was directed to 

check the vicinity for the disturbing party (Transcribed interview page 3). 


Once he arrived in the area, he saw Deputy Jose Ramirez, who told him the suspect 
was last seen walking east on 218" Street and then south through an alley. Deputy 

drove west on 218" Street from the alley and saw "a male white adult wearing a 
burgundy long-sleeved shirt, black shorts, black shoes." Believing that was the suspect, 
Deputy[ attempted to contact him. 


Оерлу exited his patrol car to contact the suspect, who told Deputy "Hey, 
fuck off, | didn't do shit" (Transcribed interview page 4). The suspect continued to 
walk west on 218" Place. Deputy loo: in his patrol car and drove alongside the 
suspect at approximately 2 miles per hour, maintaining visual contact with him. As he 
followed the suspect, radio traffic was broadcast, describing the suspect, which 
matched the male he was following. 


Deputy Ml orae reo the suspect to stop, which he ignored, and continued to walk 
west on 218" Place. Deputy [requested assisting units to his location via L-Tac. 
Deputy [Followed the suspect until his partner, Deputy Jose Ramirez, arrived. 
Deputy Jose Ramirez approached from the west and positioned his patrol car in the 
path of the suspect. Deputy Ramirez gave the suspect verbal commands to stop 
walking, which he ignored. The suspect walked around Deputy Jose Ramirez's patrol 
car and continued west on 218" Place. Deputylllgescribed the suspect's 
demeanor as "upset and agitated" (Transcribed interview page 7). 


Deputy Jose Ramirez continued to give the suspect verbal commands to stop, which 

the suspect ignored as he walked away. The suspect suddenly turned around, 

clenched his fists, raised them to his stomach, and took a fighting stance. Deputy MN 
immediately grabbed his Taser in his left hand and pointed it in the suspect's direction. 
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Deputy lllo dered the suspect to stop and raise his hands over his head, or he 
would be tased. The suspect replied, "go ahead” (Transcribed interview page 8). 


The suspect began walking backward away from Deputies Ramirez and [iii despite 
their verbal commands for him to stop. The suspect continued walking backward, and 
unknowingly walked into a street sign. Without warning, the suspect pushed off the sign 
and struck Deputy Jose Ramirez's left ear with his right hand. Deputy saw the 
suspect clench his left fist and believed he would strike Deputy Ramirez again. Deputy 

wrapped his left arm around the suspect's left arm and pinned it against his body, 
which prevented the suspect from hitting his partner. Deputy lllgotruck the suspect 
on his left rib cage three times using his right fist, while giving verbal commands to stop 
fighting (Transcribed interview pages 9-10). 


Оери\у ЙЕ said his Taser was knocked out of his left hand, and fell to the ground as 
the suspect pulled his left arm away from his grasp. The suspect began punching both 
Deputies Ramirez and Ш the torso. Сершу could not recall how many 
times he was struck and said the suspect's punches were ineffective and were 
absorbed by his Kevlar vest. 


Deputy 2а the suspect's left elbow area with his left hand and closed the 
distance between them to minimize his striking power. DeputyllllllgBooserved the 
suspect strike Deputy Ramirez with his right hand. Сершу struck the suspect 
approximately three to four additional times on the left side of his rib cage, attempting to 
stop his assault. The suspect pulled his arms toward his waistband area as if he were 
reaching for a weapon. Deputy grabbed the suspect's left hand as the suspect 
tucked his right hand under his left elbow, pinning it against his body (Transcribed 
interview pages 12-14). 


Оериу ео onto the suspect's left hand and grabbed the suspect's left leg, which 
caused him to lose balance and fall backward onto the ground. Deputy 2с he 
maintained control of the suspect's left arm and leg during the takedown and did not see 
the suspect strike his head on the ground. Once on the ground, the suspect rolled onto 
his left shoulder. Першу 6 ггоьеа the suspect by his right elbow and tried to 
place it behind the suspect's back. The suspect rolled onto his stomach. Deputy Jose 
Ramirez took control of the suspect's right hand as Deputy grabbed the suspect's 
left hand, placing it behind his back. Першу was able to handcuff the suspect 
without further incident (Transcribed interview pages 14-16). 


Additional deputies arrived at their location and took control of the suspect, who was 
compliant. Deputy — Ш the fight lasted forty seconds. He reported the 
incident to Sergeant Velasquez.

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On April 17, 2020, Deputy Ramirez was assigned to Carson Station on Day shift 
assigned as Unit 167A, a one-person unit. Deputy Ramirez received a priority call for 
service of a vandalism now. He was assigned to the call as an assisting unit and was 
directed to check the area for the suspect described in the call. 


Deputy Ramirez heard radio traffic broadcast by Deputy which indicated he 
located the suspect. He turned east on 218" Street from Main Street and saw the 
suspect on the ground on his left side. Deputy Jose Ramirez was behind the suspect, 
and Deputy was positioned in front of the suspect and struggled to gain 
control of his hands. Deputy Ramirez said the suspect was flailing his arms toward 
Deputies Jose Ramirez and | striking them at least one time as verbal 
commands were being given for the suspect to put his hands behind his back 
(Transcribed interview page 4). 


Deputy Ramirez believed the suspect was trying to free himself from the deputies as he 
struck both Deputies Jose Ramirez and BSE He observed Deputy Jose 
Ramirez strike the suspect one time in the back with his fist, which had no effect. 
Deputy Ramirez immediately broadcast emergent radio traffic requesting additional 
units to respond to their location. Deputies Jose Ramirez and Ишин: able 
to place the suspect in handcuffs before any other personnel's arrival. 


Deputy Ramirez said, "They did not need me to go hands-on and assist them. They just 
requested of me to put out radio traffic" (Transcribed interview page 6). Deputy 
Ramirez reported the force he witnessed to Sergeant Velasquez. 


WITNESS DEPUTY TOMASA PEREIRA 


On June 18, 2020, Deputy Pereira was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
investigators. 


On April 17, 2020, Deputy Pereira was assigned to Carson Station on Day shift 
assigned as Unit 169K, a one-person unit. Deputy Pereira was assigned as the 
handling unit for a vandalism now call for service. The call was dispatched as a priority. 
She coordinated the call and requested additional units to check the surrounding area in 
an attempt to locate the suspect. 


Deputy Pereira responded to the location where the crime occurred and contacted the 
informant of the call. Upon her arrival, she heard deputies were involved in a fight with 
the suspect on 218" Place. She responded to the location of the fight, and saw the 
suspect on the ground and handcuffed. She did not witness any use of force. 


Deputy Pereira drove back to the location where the crime occurred and made contact 
with the informant. A field show up was conducted, wherein the informant positively 
identified the suspect. 
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SUSPECT NICHOLAS NORRIS 


On April 17, 2020, Suspect Norris was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
investigators. 


Suspect Norris said he was walking to his cousin's house when he was contacted by 
deputies and told to "stop," but did not know why. He said the deputies grabbed him the 
"wrong way," and he "swung at them." Suspect Norris said, "We started fighting," and 
he was slammed onto the floor and taken to jail. 


Suspect Norris could not describe the deputies with whom he fought and appeared 
disoriented. The interview was videotaped and submitted within [EXHIBIT B]. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


On July 6, 2020, Suspect Norris plead No contest to one count of Vandalism, 594(A) 
P.C., and was sentenced to 36 months formal probation. Refer to Superior Court of 
California, County of Los Angeles Minute Order, Case# TA151889 Miscellaneous 
Documents. 
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
